Air Patrol of World 
Advocated by Arnold

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—(UP)—Gen. Henry H. Arnold, chief of 
the Army Air Forces, tonight called for unceasing air patrol of the 
entire world to prevent secret and illegal manufacture of atomic 


bombs. 

He proposed in his final report 
on the war to Secretary of War 
Robert P. Patterson that the patrol 
be carried out by air forces made 
available to the Security Council 
of the United Nations organization. 


But, he cautioned, air patrol and 
ground inspection under inter- 
national agreements are only a 
partial answer to the dangers 
created by the atomic bomb. 


“While this country must em- 
ploy all.of its physical and moral 
force in the cause of peace,” he 
said, “it must recognize that real 
security against atomic weapons 
in the visible future will rest on 


our ability to take immediate of- : 


fensive action with overwhelming 
force.” 

This, he said, calls for aerial 
supremacy and top-notch antiair- 
craft devices—‘“they are the only 
form of defense that offer any 
security whatever.” 

At present the AAF is the mas- 


eter of strategic bombing and could 
“run a large air operation for the 
sole purpose of delivering one or 
two atomic bombs,” he said. But 
improved antiaircraft defenses 
will make such form of attack im- 
practicable in the future. When 
that happens, he warned, the Unit- 
ed States must be ready with a 
weapon similar to the German V-2 
rocket which “is ideally suited to 
deliver atomic bombs.” 

Eventually, it must be prepared 
to launch such 3,000-mile-an-hour 
projectiles from space ships nearer 
the target and operating outside 
the earths atmosphere. 

“The design of such a ship is 
all but practicable today,” Arnold 
said. “Research will unquestion- 
ably bring it into being within 
the foreseeable future.” 

He offered four principles 
which, he said, should guide those 
who are responsible for planning

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Give World Atom Bomb Secret 
If Reds Bare Hand, Asks Attlee 


Truman Is Offered © 
Plan For Release

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—(UP)—British Prime Minister 


Clement Attlee has proposed 


to President Truman that the 


atomic bomb and other Anglo-American war secrets be placed 
in an international pool on ¢ondition that Russia and France 
co-operate fully in the United Nations organization, it was 
reported tonight on high authority. 


A further stipulation, it 
said, is 
agree to place in the pool the 
formulas for their own war secrets. 

The pool would function under 
the permanent United Nations or- 
ganization. In effect, all weapons 
such as the atomic bomb would be 
internationalized. 

Before any such agreement 
could be brought about, Russia 
would be required to submit a 
“maximum and final list” of her 
territoria] and economic demands 
in Europe and Asia—those she 
deems necessary to her national 
security. 

This would be followed by a 
Big Three meeting at which the 
Russian demands would be analyz- 
ed. If there was general agreement 
that they could be met, they would 
be granted on the condition that 
the Soviet Union subscribe fully 
and completely to the United 
Nations organization. 

MEET ON YACHT 

If it was decided that they 
could not be met, the atomic bomb 
secret would remain in the hands 
of the United States, Britain and 
Canada for the time being. 

The Attlee “plan,” as one source 
termed it, was disclosed as the 
British leader, Mr. Truman, and 
Prime Minister W. L. MacKenzie 
King of Canada—leaders of the 
only three nations possessing the 
bomb’s secret—completed the sec- 
ond phase of their atomic energy 
control discussions aboard the 
yacht Sequoia. It was presumed 
that they also discussed other vital 
problems including the proposed 
U. S. multi-billion dollar UV. S. 
loan to Britain, Mr. Truman’s re- 
quest that Britain open Palestine 
to 100,000 Jewish immigrants, and 
Allied occupation policy in Europe 
and the Orient. 

The Attlee proposal was viewed 
in sOme quarters as a bid to end 
misunderstandings in Anglo-Amer- 
ican relations with Russia which 
have deteriorated steadily since 
the end of the war. This strife 
is attributed in considerable meas- 
ure to Russian mistrust of Anglo- 
American policy on the atomic 
bomb secret. 

Russian displeasure was evi- 
denced last week when Foreign 
Commissar V. M. Molotov warned 
that atomic energy must not be 
exploited for political strength. He 
also asserted that Russia eventual- 
ly will have the bomb’s secret and 
“many other things.” 

WOULD ROUT SUSPICION 

Attlee is said to recognize a 
lack of confidence between the 
Anglo-Americans on the one side 
and Russia on the other as the 
main obstacle to sharing atomic 
secrets as well as others developed 
in the final days of the war. 

He is said to believe, however, 
that what may appear to be an 
arbitrary Russian attitude actually 
is a product of fear and suspicion, 
and that it does not conceal any 
aggressive intentions. He believed 
further it was said, that his plan 
offers a chance to remove that 
suspicion. 

He feels, therefore, that the basic 
problem is fo find a formula for 
sharing the secrets of atomic en- 
ergy with the permanent members 
of the United Nations Security 
Council and to guarantee that all 
future discoveries will be simi- 
larly shared if other powers, no- 
taby Russia and France, give un- 
dertakings to share their discov- 
eries. 

President Truman has taken the 
position that the atomic secrets 
must be shared, but not until a 
trustworthy peace organization 
has been set up.

Kern, a native of New York’s 
East Side who got his start in

department store music counter,

Kern had been writing songs 
since before the first World War.

Indonesia 
‘Massacre 
Protested

_. BATAVIA, Java, Monday, Nov. 
| 12.—(4)—British Indian 
| supported by artillery salvos, have 
advanced into the center of the 
great Java naval base of Soerabaja 
in house-to-house fighting with 
Indonesian President Soekarno de- 
claring “thousands and thousands” 
of civilians are being killed in a 
vast massacre. 


Soekarno, in a statement at Jog- 
jakarta where he addressed 50,000 
wildly cheering Nationalist youths 
with a fiery exhortation yesterday, 
called on world public opinion to 
condemn the British attack on 
Soerabaja, a city of 500,000 tightly- 
packed residents. He said two en- 
tire Indonesian quarters had been 


burned down and the Chinese and 
Arab quarter severely damaged. 

The headquarters of Lt. Gen. 
Sir Philip Christison, Allied com- 
mander in the Netherlands East 
Indies, flatly denied native asser- 
tions that the British had made 
indiscriminate air attacks upon 
the city, however. The headquar- 
ters added that it had received no 
reports that the British were em- 
ploying naval guns to support the 
Fifth Indiem. division, as the Na- 
tionalists had Claimed. 

CLOSE QUARTERS 

Advancing under cover of dark- 
ness, Fifth Indian division troops 
gained two-thirds of Soerabaja, the 
Dutch said. FEarlier British ac- 
counts, detailing the close quar- 
ter nature of the fighting, said 
that Maj. Gen. E. C. Mansergh’s 
forces pushed 1,200 yards into the 
city in a “thorough” advance from 
jump-off positions in the dockyard 
perimeter. 

There were increasing signs that 
the native extremists soon would 
be driven from the city. 

In his statement issued at Jog- 
jakarta, Java’s ancient capital, 
Soekarno said: 

“I strongly protest against the 
use of bombers and heavy weap- 
ons against a city population 
which is not able to defend itself 


ery against those weapons. I 
ereby draw the attention of the 
whole world toward the vast iuas- 
Sacre of men, women and chil- 
dren.” 

THREATENS DEATH 

Among the casualties, he as- 
serted, were hundreds of “Chi- 
nese and Arab innocent and peace- 
loving people who came here as 
merchants and traders.” 
Although Soekarno declared it 
his intention to localize the Soe- 
rabaja incident, he got over to the 
cheering youth in his exhortation 
that those who hindered the In- 
donesian republic must be killed. 
Nationalist Information Minister 
Sjarifuddin charged that the Brit- 
ish were using civilians as a shield 
for their advance. He added that 
Americans were among the vic- 
tims of the British attack. There 
were no Americans known to be in 
Soerabaja. 

The British, while they indi- 
cated that the casualties were no- 
wise as serious as Soekarno as- 
serted, admitted that some artil- 
lery salvos were being fired to 
support the advance.

Calls for Revolt

dit Jawaharlal Nehru, a leader of 
the All-India Congress party, said 
tonight it was India’s duty to “re- 
volt” and asserted that if the 
country is not prepared for a revo- 
lution to free itself, it is a dead 
nation.

“This war has proved once more 
that Americans are great in meet 
ing an emergency. We now face 
test of whether Americans 
can apply themselves with a real- 
istic, disciplined devotion to the 
day-by-day work of finding and 
eolving the problems of peace.”

1927 I got off a destroyer at Kingston, 
Jamaica. Across the street from the docks was 
the first cool beer hall. In the shade of the 

awning, a cool glass before him, sat a chief petty officer whom 

we all liked. ‘Aren't you going up town, Chief?” we asked. 

“Naw,” he said, “all ports are alike.” In 20 years of going to sea 

he had rarely gone beyond the waterfronts and they, heaven 


knows, are all alike. 
The time—early spring, 1919. 
Second Act The place was St. Nazaire, France. 

An American soldier, in a sullen, angry condition and hot with 
cognac, went to the roof of a public building, pulled down the 
French flag, ran out of the building with it and trampled it in the 
muddy street. 

A small riot followed. The soldier was arrested. I understand 
he got a court-martial and was given a sentence which later was 
reduced to a dishonorable discharge. 

Never did any two groups hate one another as did the Ameri- 
cans and.French. 

There were complaints about the delay in getting the men home; 
about the food, about the declining morale, and so on. 

All ag it was true. 

From a half dozen such camps American soldiers came home 
hating the French, contemptuous of their morality as a people 
(of which more later) and swearing if there were ever another 
war they hoped to be fighting with Germany against France. 

The army of occupation .which went into Germany liked the 
Germans better than the French and many of them came home 
saying they had fought on the wrong side. 

There was some of the same spirit with regard to England.

Repetition Now, history repeats itself... although not in the 

same measure as before. But there is now gen- 
erating in camps in France, and other countries, dislike of France 
and the people of other countries. 

It will not attain the peak of 1919. For a very good reason. 

Unfortunately, a soldier in a foreign country, rarely gets to 
meet the real people; that is the people who work, teach, write, 
paint or keep grocery stores and department businesses and so on, 

By the very nature of their business, with brief liberties after 
long periods at the front or in boring camps, they .want a fling. 
They go for night spots, cabarets, cafes, bars and s®6 on. 

The American, naturally exuberant and proud of his own coun- 
tr.v, doesn't hesitate to make comparisons in which his own country 
comes out best. That’s natural, too. But it doesn’t go too well 
with the peoples of other countries who see for themselves that 
America is a richer country and Americans have more, 

That never makes for good will. 

The average soldier in a foreign country sees the worst of that 
country. He sees its immorality because its fmmorality seeks him 
out, Knowing he has money. It makes a play for him... ignoring 


others. 

Result So, many come to believe other countries are populated 
by chiseling taxi drivers; by thieving merchants and res- 

taurants, by immoral women. 

You can hear startling stories of how the women of France 
and England and of Egypt and other countries are all of easy 
virtue. That's the only kind they met—usually through lack of 
other opportunity. 

They never stop to realize that since the time of Xerxes, Xeno- 
phon, Richard the Lion-Hearted, the time of the Crusades, of Dewey 
at Manila, of Grant and Lee and Pershing—soldiers have been 
Saying the same thing—-because that’s the only kind they met. 

The pity is they really believe it because that is about all they 
saw of the countries they were in, 

This war was an improvement. 

For every American coming home thinking the women of Eng- 
land, France, Australia and other countries were all push-overs, 
ten are coming home with stories of fine, decent families they met: 


of generous, kind treatment, of good, sound persons. 


Of the many marriages made by our men in foreign countries. 
it must be understood that some of our sorry young men married 
some sorry women. Also, some of our unstable ones married 
unstable girls. 

But about 70 per cent of the war-marriages will last—as they 
after the other war. 
That isn't a bad percentage. 

This war was an improvement in that our civilian army was 
the best-educated one we ever had and, fortunately, more curious 
about things beyond the water front. 

“All ports are alike,” but this time we got beyond the ports. 

But, in a time when all the irritations are present; when none 
of the things making for a basis of friendly association are present, 
when France was defeated and ail nations poor, it was easy to 
work up feuds. 

History repeats itself—but this time it isn't as bad as 1919. 

We've made a little gain. 

That's all, unfortunately, we can expect.

And Recovery Road 


sir Stafford Cripps, president of the British 

Board of ‘Trade, is best known, perhaps, in this 

country as author of the “Cripps plan,” to bring 

self-government to India, (A plan, bv the way, now being acti- 

vated in India, subject to such revisions the Indian people, 
through their freely elected representatives, approve.) 

Cripps recently made a speech, in England, on the subject, “The 
Road to National Recovery.” “here is much in that speech 
which could be beneficially suggestive here, I propose to quote a 
few of his paragraphs this morning. Only sorry there is space for 
the merest suggestion of his line of thought. For instance: 

“Having spoken... of efficiency and inefficiency,” said Cripps, 
“let me give you an indication of what I mean by that word. 

“First for a negative definition. I do not mean sweating and 
driving the workers to strain for long hours at inadequate wages 
and under bad conditions. That is the exact opposite of efficiency. 

“I mean rather the creating of conditions in our industries both 
as regards buildings, machinery, hours, wages and amenities which 
will give the workers the best opportunity to produce the maximum 
amount of goods in a given time with the least expenditure of en- 
ergy. That is real efficiency and it implies that we must have 
first-class, well-trained and highly skilled managements. 

“Management is not a casual occupation which any Tom, Dick 
or Harry is fit for; it is a highly skilled profession—or rather it 
ought to be—which cannot be entered upon by anyone without 
proper qualifications, the most important of which is perhaps a 
thorough apprenticeship in the industry itself.”

The High Purpose chanics of a more efficient production 


lies something much greater and more magnetic in its attraction 
to our efforts. The prime principle of the Socialism for which we 
stand lies not in the methods of organization of our society that 
we adopt but in the high purpose at which we aim.

“TIT have myself always regarded Socialism and Christianity as 
synonymous, and I am convinced that all we are seeking to do by 
way of organization and planning must be carried out—if we are 
to succeed—in the light and under the guidance of our Socialist 
and Christian principles. We want more than a mechanism for 
social advancement, we must create a great spirit of human values, 
selfless and self-sacrificing in the cause of long-suffering humanity.” 
There It Is I would draw your special attention to one phrase 

quoted above: “I have always regarded Socialism 
and Christianity as synonymous.” 

It is slightly startling, but deeply encouraging, to find a leader 
of government, who sees the obvious truth that the early days of 
Christianity brought to the world the practice and concept of the 
social theory we call Socialism. 

I can remember, not so many years ago, the word 
cialist’ carried the popular connotation the word “Communist 
ries today. 

We have all, or most of us, given lip service to the truth that 
the solution of all human problems can be found in the Bible, if 
it is read with understanding. 

Cripps points to one basic Biblical 
conflict all over the world, whether it be war, economic, social 
or industrial, comes down, in final analysis. to conflict between 
materialism and charity.

Warren, Stassen 
Fortunes Improve 


WASHINGTON. The political fortunes of twa 
potential candidates for the next Republican presi- 
dential nomination—Gov. Earl Warren, of Cali- 

and former Gov. Stassen, of Minnesota—appear to have 
the ascendency as a result of the definite setback Gov, 
Dewey received in the New York mayoralty elections

Most observers are inclined to write Gov. Dewey off as a 1948 
Republican presidential possibility because of what happened in 
New York. 

The candidate he picked to succeed Mayor LaGuardia went 
down to a crushing defeat before the revitalized forces of Tammany 
Hall, ancient Democratic organization. 

In consequence Gov. Dewey. the past Republican presidential 
nominee, has not only suffered a tremendous loss of prestige, but 
many doubt his ability to win reelection if he is a candidate to 
succeed himself next year. 


Center Shifted 


All of this has tended to shift the Republican 
center of gravity, in relation to the presidential 
nomination, from the east to the far west and the middle west. 
Gov. Warren and Mr. Stassen, now a captain in the Navy, are the 
apparent beneficiaries of this shift. 

As things seem to be shaping up today, two and one-half years 
before the next Republican national convention, the main focus 
will be on the California governor and the former Minnesota 
executive. Both are identified somewhat with the liberal wing of 
the party. 

Old Guard elements are still clinging to the idea of nominating 

a stand-patter of the type of former Gov. Bricker, of Ohio, who was 
Dewey's running mate in 1944. But the odds at the moment appear 
be against a successful campaign in Bricker's behalf. 
In the first place, he will not have the governorship of Ohio 
to rely on as a springboard for the nomination, as he did last time. 
And if he should be elected to the senate from Ohio next year, 
that seems the surest wavy of burying any lingering presidential 
ambitions he may have. 

Sen. Vandenberg, of Michigan. one of the ablest members on the 
Republican side in congress, may also be projected. But he, tao, 
suffers from the handicap of having tried before for the presidency 
and failed. 

It is possible that the Republicans may yet seize upon the name 
of some outstanding military figure for the nomination, hoping 
thus to capitalize on our great war victory. Gen. MacArthur and 
Gen. Eisenhower have both been mentioned as possibilities. 

Future events will determine this, however. At the present time 
the emphasis is clearly »n the names of Gov. Warren and Mr. Stas- 
sen. The New York election results have tended to bring this into 


bolder relief.

Warren Gov. Wairen occupies an advantageous position by 

virtue of the ‘act that he was practically the unanimous 
choice of the Republi‘ an convention for the 1944 vice presidential 
nomination—an honor he was wise enough to decline becausé he 
foresaw its futility. 

Moreover. from the nationa! standpoint of Republicans at least, 
he has made an acceptable record as governor of the state 

But Gov. Warren has one important hurdle to cross before he 
can be projected seriously as a candidate. Assuming that he will 
offer for a second term in California, it will be necessary for him to 
be re-elected next year to-qualify as a contender 

If he should be defeated for re-election, it 1s hardly likely that 
he would even be considered at the 1948 national party convention. 

Gov. Stassen has no such obstacles in his path. He is now out of 
office and there is no compulsion that he go before the electorate 
again before the presidential campaign gets under way. 

Warren and Stassen are two names to watch as the Republican 


presidential campaign begins to take shape.
